FROM THE PRESIDENT 


Dear Friends of Kansas Theatre: 

I hope autumn finds you well, and that 
you are actively involved in theatre 
activities. After a summer slump, the AKT 
Board of Directors has been quite active, 
with a renewed sense of direction and a 
stronger focus on AKT projects. Our 
desire is to move forward with this 
organization, and not allow it to become 
stagnant. 

In August, the AKT Board spent a day 
and a half examining virtually every 
aspect of this organization. We started by 
taking a hard look at why the organiza- 
tion exists, and what needs to happen in 
order for it to thrive. After evaluating 
AKT’s original goals, we developed an 
ideal organizational structure which 
would allowus to best achieve these goals. 
This structure included such things as: a 
full-time executive director; a shift in 
emphasis from divisional activities to 
projects which often cross divisional 
boundaries; an expanded board of 
directors composed of people assigned 
specific tasks, such as fund raising, mem- 
bership, legislative liaison, etc.; and pur- 
suing more projects which focus on the 
needs of theatre people and organizations 
throughout the state. 

Unfortunately, we do not have the 
resources to fully implement this new 
scheme. We have already begun, however, 
to accomplish what we can, given the 
limited money we have with which to 
operate. We have added new board mem- 
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bers who are dedicated to accomplishing 
single tasks more efficiently than is poss- 
ible by the entire board. We have a new 
focus on projects which will help AKT 
better serve the needs of Kansas theatre. 
We are dedicated to expanding AKT 
membership, and improving the services 
we offer these members. 

As aresult of these efforts, 1 am optimis- 
tic about the future of AKT and its poten- 
tial benefits to theatre in this state. Please 
help our efforts by volunteering to help 
where you can and by letting us know how 
we can work together to advocate quality 
theatre in Kansas.

Civic Groups Enjoy ‘Theatre Alive! 


“Theatre Alive!,” the videotape produced last year by AKT, continues to draw interest 
from each group which views it, according to information filtering into the Central 
Office. 

“Members who have shown the tape report an enthusiastic response from Kansas 
audiences,” says AKT executive director John Gedraitis. 

The videotape provides an excellent overview of theatrical activities in Kansas, using 
footage from member theatres to illustrate both artistic concepts and the wide variety of 
theatre available in the state. 

“Since most civic, fraternal, etc., groups allocate 30 minutes during a meeting for a 
‘program, ” Gedraitis continued, “the videotape provides an ideal vehicle for our mem- 
bers to use in presenting an appeal for a particular local theatre group. 

“A member can use the first two or three minutes of alloted time to introduce the topic, 
show the 16-minute videotape, and still have ten minutes or so to talk about the activities 
or productions of the local theatre. 

“With minimal effort, an excellent program can be made available, promoting theatre 
both locally and throughout the state,” he concluded. 

There are also other uses for “Theatre Alive!” Charles Kephart has used the tape as a 
“morale booster” for the board, Players Guild, and members of the Salina Com- 
munity Theatre. 

“Tt was a real eye-opener for some of our people,” Kephart said. “I don't think some of 
them realized just what else is going on in community theatres around the state. 

“We're so scattered — so isolated — that we oftentimes feel like we're the only ones 
doing theatre. It’s good to have something like ‘Theatre Alive!’ to show us that we're really 
part of the ‘big picture’ of Kansas arts.
